CLOSING OF AN OLD FIRM. 


DEFANTURE OF MR, 2. C. WILCOX. 
‘With tho departure of Mr, B. Chatterton 
Woleox from the Colony yesterduy for England, 
we hava to record the closing of tho firm of 
Mossrs, Turnor & Co., one of the oldest firms in 
the Colony, with which Mr. Wilcox has been 
identified during tho pust four years. Tho 
exact date of the foundation of the firm is not 
known, there being no clear record, but Mr, 
Richard Turner, founder of the firm, was in 
business in Macao in 1828." He subsequently 
traded at Lanton as Turner & Oo., and the firm 
was one of the first batch that migrated to | 
Hongkong on the invitation of Captain Eliott, 
the Superintendent of Trado, in 1833. ‘The 
ficm prospered and had branches ot Shanghai 
and Foochow. When Mr. Turager's connection 
ceased, sometime in the early ‘sixties. wo beliove, 
Mx. Phineas Ryrio became head of the 
firm, and many still resident in the 
Colony will remamber Mr. Ryrie as for many 


{years the ‘senior unofficial’ member of the 


Legislative Council, and Chairman of the 
Chamber” of - Commerce. Mr. Ryria. died 
in 1892, ond thoreafter the firm’ passed 
into the hands of Mr. A. W. Walkio- 
shaw,,who remained at Foochow, leaving tho 
Hongkong house in charge of the late Mr. 
James H. Cox. Mr, Wilcox ‘purghased the basi- 
noss in 1900, and carried it on till the clogs of 
1904, when, anxious to retire, and failing to find 
a-purchaser for the business, he decided to closo 
the firm aad the bulk of its business was trans: 
forrod to Messrs Gibb, Livingston & Co. The 
fiem, if may be mentioned, had held the agency 
of the Northern Assurance Co. for exactly fifty 
years. ; :

Tho 
whole of the argument under head No. 1 must, 
he said, bo regarded as a nullity, As to the 
next objection, it could easily be shown to be 
equally fallacious with tho first, for’ money 
which was devoted to remunerative business 
‘enterprises was not usually regardod ns a heavy 
barden. The same line of reasoning on this 
subject reomed to be that when a State used 
the funds at its dieposal for non-paying pur: 
poses, it might justly urge that it was less ablo 
to contribute towards its naval insurance, but 
when it invested those funds in a manner which 
yielded it increased profits; then the use of that 
contention became absolutely absurd.

the fallacy of lovalsquadrone. Tho position was 
that while, and only while, the Navy held 
command of tho sea Anstralin and New Zoa- 
land need ‘fenr no uttack, save from raiding 
ovuisers. With regard to tbo fourth’, objec 
tion, thot was due to.an impression which 
was hard to be removed The point there 
to he debated was whether, assuming the

THE PHILIPPINES. 


President Roosevelt’s message to the Amori- 
‘can Senate included the following: Iu the 
Philippine Islands there. has been, during the 
past year, a continoution of the steady progress 
which has. obtained ever since our troops 
dotinitely got the upper hand of the insurgents. 
The Philippine people contain miny elementa 
of good, and some slements which we have a 
right to hopo stand for progress. At present 
they are utterly incapable of existing in 
indepdudence at all or of building up a 
civilisdtion of their own. I firmly believe thut 
we can help them to rise higher and higher in 
the scale of civilisation and of capacity for 
self-govornmont, and I most oarneatly hope thut 
in the end. they will be able to stand, if not 
entirely alone. yet in some such relation: to 
the United States ax Cuba now stands, There 
are points of rasemblance in our_work to the 
work which, is being done by the British in 
India and Egypt. by the French in Algiers, by 
the Dutch in Java, by the Russians in 
Turkestan, by the Japanese in Formosa; bot 
more distinctly than. any of these Powers, we 
are endeavouring to develop: the natives them- 
selves so that they shall take an ever-increasiag 
share in their own government, and as far as is 
prudent wo ate already admitting their repre- 
sentatives to a governmental equality with our 
own, Every measure taken concerning tho 
Islands should be taken primurily with a view 
to their advantage. “We should certainly give 
them lower tariff rates ori iheir exports to the 
United States. If this is not done, it will be a 
wrong t+ oxtend our shipping laws to them. I 
varnes ly hope for the immediate enactment into 
law of the legislation now pending to encourage 


‘American capital to seek “investment in the 


Aslands in railroads, in factories, in plantations 
and in lumbering and mining.”
